VII. Evaluation: 



Subject has programmed in a positive fashion and this examiner would subtract 1 point from 
the previous grid score of 4. Subject has not incurred any misconducts and therefore, subject's 
grid score would now be a 3. A grid score of 3 generally calls for parole however, based on the 
fact that subject was involved in 2 murders within 5 weeks and has an assault with a weapon, 
a gun, conviction in his history, this examiner recommends that he be continued for a 
rehearing. The examiner notes that under D.C. procedures the normal range for a rehearing in 
this case would be in 1 year but based on the risk this inmate poses to the community, the 
examiner recommends a rehearing in 60 months, August, 2004. 

VIII. Recommendation: 

Deny parole; continue for a rehearing in August 2004.
